Chicago may have two classes of moving 
picture theaters—one for adults only.“ 

An ordinance was introduced in the city 
council last night by Ald. Ellis Geiger after 
consultation with Maj. M. L. C. Funkhous- 
er, second deputy superintendent and head 
of the censorship bureau. They agreed it 
might solve a problem which comes up 
whenever a permit is asked for a picture 
that might teach a moral lesson to adults, 
but injure the child mind. Practically all 
the white slave films come in this cate- 
gory. 

Maj. Funkhouser has issued special per- 
mits for some of these pictures on condition 
that minors be excluded from houses where 
they are shown, but as there is no ordinance 
provision now for such a permit, the condi- 
tion has not been any stronger than a gel- 
tlemen's agreement.” 


Age Limit to Be Set. 

The Geiger ordinance authorizes the is- 
suance of two kinds of permits, one for gen- 
eral and unlimited exhibition and the other 
for presentation of a picture to audiences 
consisting entirely of persons 18 years old 


or older. It does not provide for a classifica- } 


tion of houses, but that, it is expected, would 
develop after the plan is put into operation, 

The present rule of the censors is to in- 
spect all pictures through the eyes of a 
child. This, in addition to barring a large 
number of films completely, leads to what 
manufacturers sometimes charge is extreme 
severity in ordering cutouts. Under the 
proposed system a film owner could present 
it for inspection for a permit of either class, 
go that one that would have to be trimmed 
for a general permit could be saved for 
an adults only permit. 


“Adults Only” Sign Probable. 

It is believed the result of the issuanceefa 
large number of this sort of licenses would 
lead the owners of some of the downtown 
playhouses to present pictures for adults ex- 
clusively and bar children from their doors at 
all times. Some managers believe such a 
house would be a paying proposition. ; 

„We know Maj. Funkhouser has been crit- 
icised for refusing to permit the general 
presentation of The Scarlet Letter,“ said 
Ald.

NO SURETY FOR “CITY” BANKS 


Bond Firms Shun Business Un- 
der Proposed. Ordinance. 
EXPRESSED 


PROTESTS ARE 


Outlying Financiers Object to Some 
Provisions. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

Private bankers, with a few exceptions, 
will find it difficult, if not impossible—under 
the proposed city ordinance—to obtain bonds 
from surety companies. 

Four bonding corporations haye declined 
to give bonds and another has represented 
that it will do that character of business 
only in the event that the form of the bond 
is changed. | 

Private banks are not considered good 
risks as a class, said Edwin M. McKinney 
of the Fidelity and Casualty company of 
New York. He appeurea yesterday before 
the council committee on private banks. The 
bond men have discussed the matter infor- 
maily. They have had experience with the 
private banking law in New York and one 
company has quit the business. It went 
broke. 

„None Will Sign Bond.“ 

I don’t think you will find any bond com- 
pany that will sign the bond you have pro- 
vided in this ordinance. The bond business 
was not good last year and at present the 
bond companies are called upon in Chicago 
to pay over $1,000,000, 

“If your bond provided for insurance 
against dishonesty there would be no trouble. 
But your bond requires us to make good all 


liabilities of a bank, regardless of condifions, | 
just as the city requires with reference to 


its deposits in banks. In addition, your 
bond is perpetual and no company will write 
@ perpetual bond.” 

We must have drawn a pretty good ordi- 
nance, commented Ald: Lindheimer, “ ‘from 
what this gentleman says.“ . debt | 

Asked if the bond agents have taken official 
action on the ordinance, Mr. McKinnéy re- 
plied in the negative. He continued: 

Rocco De Stefano, attorney for the Italian 
private bankers, said he had.been unable to 
find a bonding company willing to write bonds 
for private bankers. 

Company States Condition. 

Walter W. Goralski, representing the 
Maryland Casualty company, said his cor- 
poration would be willing to supply the 
bonds under certain conditions. 

Our rate would be one-half of 1 per cent, 
but we would object to give a bond for more 
than the deposits,“ he said. “We under- 
stand that the city controller has the right 
to inspect the bank affairs every month or 
every three months and we would want our 
auditor to have the same privilege.“ 

It was suggested to the aldermen that 
the city accept a real estate bond, such 
as given to get a man out of jail.” The com- 
mittee took no action. 

The private bankers present made a num- 
ber of objections. One of them was in ref- 
erence to the $200 annual fee to be charged.

International | Congress 
Paris Votes to Make Them 
Eligible. . 


Stand with Turks, Japs, and 
French in Opposing Plan 
y Urged by Germany.

PARIG, June 16.--Delegates from the 
United States te the international Olympic 
congress stood hand tn hand with those from 
Turkey, Japan, and France today at the 
opetiing session of the congress when they 
voted against the eligibility of women to 
compete at the Olympie games, 
All the other twenty-eight countries, rep- 
resented by some 200 delegates, voted in 
favor bf the German proposition that women 
be allowed to:eompete. The Dugliah pro- 
posal that points gained by women should 
be counted in calculating the positions of 
the various nations also was adopted. 


Yankee Delegates Instructed, 
James . Sullivan, head of the American 
delegation, explained on behalf of the United 
States that he and his fellow delegates had 
come to the congress with a mandate to vote 
against the women. 

In the course of the digoussion there was 
some comment on American action in the 
matter, 

A suggestion from Sweden which at- 
tracted attention was that women should 
organize a series of exclusively feminine 
Olympic games to be held between the quad- 
rennial Olympic games for men.

The team- 
ing charges and the interest due since 1912 
brought the amount up to $2,000, which they 
had brought suit to collect.

and Mme. Outie, working independently, dis- 
poset wi that thoriam was radioactive. They 
found that this mineral gave off alpha, beta, 
and gamma rays and that the gamma rays 
were more penetrating than those from ura- 
nium. 


From thorium about c ten preparations have 
been made of which the most used are meso- 
thorium and radiothorium—the most used 
because they deteriorate mach less rapidly 
than the other preparations, ‘though meso- 
therium preparations are always less siable 
than those of radium. 

Thorium usually is derived from a Bra- 
gillian sand. It has also been obtained from 
the sediment of certain bot springs. Blane 
found radiothorium in the sediment of the 
hot springs of Echaillon and of Salins Mon- 
tiers, and from this he produced mesotho- 
rium. 

The action of the differen* preparations of 
mesothorium is very similar to the action of 
radium. In fact, there is always some ra- 


dium in thorium preparations, and this ajill 


further increases the similarity: 

Mesothorium rays are used on growths. 
Sometimes the exposures are direct. Some- 
times filters are used to filter out certain 
rays while allowing others to pass. By 
changing the type of filter the type of riy is 
changed. 


As is the case with N radius, mesothorium 
js given in baths and in other medical ways 
similar to the medical use of radium as dis- 
tinguished from its surgical use. Whether 
the advantage is with radium or mesotho- 
rium there is no possibil y of telling just 
now. First there will be standardization of 
methods and then a series of trials under 
these methods, and from this in a few years 
there will be basis for opinions. Now gpin- 
ions are guesses, and rather wild ones at 
that.

EAKER of a perfectly authentic name 

and title, of one of the oldest and most 
B histotic houses of the French aristoc- 

racy, which furnished in the fifteenth 

century a famous caridiral to the 
church of Rome and an equally celebrated 
statesman to Louis XI. of France, Viscom- 
tesse Guy de Jouffroy d’Abbans, who figured 
as the veiled lady in the Dreyfus case, has 
just died in the south of France under such 
suspicious circumstances as to invite the at- 
temtion of the police, There is a.strong pre- 
sumption of murder. 

A week before her death she had written a 
letter to the procureur de la republique, that 
is to say to the district attorney, of Arles, 
stating that she was held in curance, that 
she had in her possession $50,000 in money 


and bonds and $250,000 worth of jewels, and 


that she was concerned not only for the safe- 
ty of these valuables but also for her on 
life, 

Within a few hours after the receipt of 
this letter and before the district attorney 
had time to act she vanished from Arles and 
when next heard of wae found dead in a re- 
mote villa in a place some thirty miles dis- 
tant from this city under such conditions thet 
the district attormey of Arles at onoe gave 
orders by wire that all her effects and her

It is impossible to offer any excuse for him 
save that he wae completely infatuated by 
her violet eyed, blonde haired beauty and 
that he was penniless. 

That he had no illusions asto the character 
and antecedents of the woman upon whom he 
bestowed his historic name and title is best 
demonstrated by the terms of the marriage 
contract, which later om was produced in 
legal proceedings amd which showed that 
whereas his own property was restricted to 
certain family portraits, including that of 
Cardinal de Jouffroy d' Abbans, her fortune 
comprised in addition) to large sums of money 
and a magnificent collection of jewela a gor- 
geous bedstead, described as in the shape 
of a pearl shell, ornamented with exquisite 
paintings by the famous artist Clairin, gat 
ing on a chariot drawn by six Cupids,“ 
corded in the contract as a gift of Alfonso 
XII, of Spain. 

The contract also mentioned promissory 
notes to the tune of $10,000 sigmed by Prince 
Henry XX. of Reuss, a promissory note for

THE DOCTOR’S DILEMMA. 
Chicago, June 13.—{ Bditor of The Tribune. ] 


After reading Dr. V. L. Springer’s very un- 


grateful criticism of your able and very much 
appreciated editorial, The Doctor's Di- 
lemma.“ I feel that some one should express 
himself favorably as regards the editorial 
before the impression becomes current that 
we, as a profession, are a very discordant 
lot. 
While the doctor is to be commended for 
the amount of charitable work he has done, he 
is by no means in a class by himself. Indeed, it 
iis an exception nowadays—especially during 
this ‘' psychological business depreasion ’’— 
to find a doctor who is not rendering a fair 
amount of professional services to the poor 
without compensation. Very few doctors 
will refuse. aid to the deserving poor, and 
with the professional dead beat we are alto- 
gether. too lenient. 
Fenin the doctor will find be isexpressing 
no sentiments but his own when he says: 
think that the doctor got his just deserts, and 
I hope the father escapes any bevere penalty 
for his rash, but not altogether unjust act. 
Surely such words as these could not emanate 
from à normally functionating cerebrum of 
this present highly civilized age, for they 
are 80 apparently an expression of prehistoric 
ideas. The promulgation of this idea alone 
would mean the murder of many more physi- 
clans with whom, as a whole, the doctor ig 
so much at variance. 
I, too, believe there ie a lack of medical 
provision for the poor, but that will be rem- 
edied when less money is appropriated by 
grafting politicians and more is thereby avail- 
able for needy causes, However, this need 
should not be construed to mean, as the doc- 
tor would have us believe, that professional 
fees are exorbitant. Generally speaking, the 
doctor who has the reputation of command- 
ing @ good fee has gained that enviable dis- 
tinction by long and tedious labor stimulated 
Ma desire to become more and more efficient 
in the healing art. 6 

It ia indeed to be lamented that there is 
one among the members of the medica! pro- 
fession who could forget so far — to express 
himecif in a way 60 to those 
who are striving to uphold the dignity of their 
honorable calling.

Catholic Club Seeks Injunction. 


The West End Catholic Women’s club filed 


suit yesterday in the Superior court for an 


injunction against Connie V. Cameron, Anne 
C. Walsh, Mary Louise Lynch, Mary F. Smee- 
ton, Margaret Lindsay, Minnie Sullivan, Mary 
Plummer. and the West End Catholic Wom- 
en's club, “an alleged corporation,” to re- 
strain them from using the identical name of 
the plaintiff for their organization. 

It is set forth in the declaration that the 
plaintiff corporation was organized under the 
laws of the state of Illinois and is a club en- 
gaged in charitable work, particularly the 
care of the blind. It is charged that up until 
April 22, 1914, the parties defendant were 
members of the complaining organization, at 
which time they were asked to and did re- 
sign because of charges made against them. 

It is also charged that on April 4, 1914, the 
first three named defendants applied for a 
charter for an organization to be known as 
the West End Catholi¢ Women's club, and 
that their application was granted through 
some misunderstanding of the secretary of 
state, caused by misrepresentation on the 
part of the defendants, 

It is further charged that on April 186 the 
defendants sent out a letter under the seal 
of the plaintiff organization setting up that 
they were the officers of the club, and asking 
members to sign application blanks in order 
to show that they were affillated. It is con- 
tended that unless the court grants the in- 
junction the plaintiff ‘will be irreparably dam- 
aged.

The continual senseless attacks by gov-

The Simmons Letter. 

The letter, sent out by the Simmons Hard- 
ware company, declared that the three 
things which stood in the way of prosperity 
were the Mexican situation, the awaited 
advance in freight rates, and continued how- 
tile legislation in congress.

“We submit these arguments or reasons 
to you, asking you and praying you to use 
your best influence in following the lines 
suggested in this communication, viz.: to 
have congress shut up shop and go home. 
If you agree with us send to your congress- 
men and senators a telegram something like 
the inclosed and urge your commercial club 
to pass strong resolutions along similar 
lines and send them to Washington, Our

Also it may be 
stated that he never has appeared in better 
physical health since he assumed the presi- 
dency. 

The president emphatically n that 
just as far as his influence is worth anything 
it would be for the carrying out of the trust 
program. He saw no reason why there should 
be a postponement or suspension of the pro- 
posed legislation. é 

The president frankly said that the worst 
thing that could happen to business would be 
to keep it guessing as to legislation. He felt 
confident that with the passage of the admin- 
_istration’s trust program the business world 
would know how it stands with the govern- 
ment and the people and could go forward 
with the adjustments that are necessary to 
restoration of confidence and increased busi- 
ness. 

The president refuses to believe that there 
is any foundation for the business depression 
that exists, and sees signs that large inter- 
ests are talking business depression to pre- 
vent trust legislation. 


JONES SILENT ON CHOICE. 

Thomas D. Jones of 1435 Astor street and 
Lake Forest, whose name yesterday was 
sent by President Wilson to the senate for 
appointment as a member of the federal re- 
serve bank board, is a retired lawyer and 
capitalist. He has practiced law in Chicago 
for twenty years, and retired in 1900. 

* I really haven't anything to gay about the 
matter,” Mr. Jones said. All I know is 
that my name has been submitted to the 
senate as a member of the board. I have not 
been mentioned for the governorship, and I 
don't expect that honor. Under the act the 
president designates the govenor and vice 
governor.”

TRIBUTE TO SCOTT 


Calis Explorer Example of 
Quiet, Simple, and Disin- 
terested Heroism. 


DAY OF “REST” IN LONDON. 


— 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, June 15.—Col. Roosevelt passed 
what was, for him, a quiet day in London 
today. 

After attending a luncheon given in his 
honor by Sir Edv d Grey, British foreign 
seoretary, he saw che cinematograph pic- 
tures of Capt. Robert F. Scott's antarctic 
expedition, which prompted the colonel to 
repeat Amthony Fiala’s expression im Brazil 
that Capt. Scott’s life and death added dig- 
nity and self-r¢spect to every one who could 
appreciate manly, decent citizenehip. 

Col, Roosevelt recalled that four years ago 
Capt. Scott was a fellow guest with him at 
Lieut. Col. Lee’s house at Chequers Court, in 
Buckinghamshire. This was two years be- 
fore Capt. Scott sailed on hisill fated expedi- 
tion. 


Praises Heroism of Scott. 

“I was immensely struck at that time by 
his efficiency, modesty, transparent cour- 
age and sincerity," the Colonel sad. I do 
not know any book of history, biography, 


) romance, fact or fiction in which is set forth 


a more gallant example of quiet, simple and 
utterly disinterested heroism than is con- 
tained in the final chaper of Capt. Scott's 
book, which gives the diary and letters writ- 
ten by him when he was d}ing of cold and 
starvation. 

“I cannot imagine any man redding that 
chapter without being inspired to lead his 
life on a plane of courage and lofty unselfish- 
ness which would entitle him to some kind 
of Kinship with Capt. Scott.” 

When asked what: he thought of the result 
of the international polo game at Meadow- 
brook on Saturday,. Col. Roosevelt said: 

“I am thankful I did not see it. I con- 
sratulate the English team on its victory. 
The best team undoubtedly won but I hope 
the next time the best team will be our side.“ 

Later in the afternoon Col. Roosevelt had 
a long conference with Viscount Bryce, the 
former British ambassador at Washington, 
and James B. Reynolds.

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MEDIATORS SPURN 
CARRANZA’S NOTE 


Rebel Chief Names Delegates, 
but Ignores Demand | 
for Armistice.

NO PROGRESS FOR PEACE. 


Niagara Falls, Ont., June 15.—[Special.}]— 
Gen. Carranza’s long expected note arrived 
today at 1 o’clock. It contains the an- 
nouncement that the Mexican rebel leader 
has appointed three delegates to the media- 
tion conference—Fernando Iglesias Calde- 
ron, Luis Cabrera, and José Vasconcelos. 

To this message the three mediators at 
once replied by informing Gen, Carranza that 
his message contains no reference to the 
final paragraphs in their previous note re- 
lating to the declaration of an armistice. 


The mediators’ reply is another substantia- 
tion of the assertion, made repeatedly in 
THe TRIBUNE that the three South American 
envoys have not receded from their original 
stand. They will not receive the Constitu- 
‘tlonalist delegates officially until an arm- 
istice has been declared. 

The Carranza message was read with little 
interest by all those connected with the 
mediation conference. It was pointed out 
that the rebel leader merely reiterates the 
statements made previously, and that he is 
careful to mention only the international : 
conflict,” as a subject to be discussed here. | 


No Progress in Mediation. 

No progress has been made in the media- 
tion proceedings. The delegates are dead- | 
locked over the selection of a provisional 
president, and persons who are close to the 
Mexican delegates say that the situation will 
remain unchanged until the Washington 
„government decides to change its attitude. 

Slow as the proceedings were, they suffered 
another serious setback tonight in the de- 
parture from this place of Sefior Romulo 8. 
Naon, minister of Argentina. 

Sefior Naon, who has taken a prominent 
part in the proceedinzs and has not missed 
any meetings since the opening of the confer- 
ence, left for Harvard and Yale, where he is | 
to deliver addresses Wednesday and Thurs- 
day of this week. Before his departure he is 
said to have requested that the proceedings 
be held up until his return next Friday. 

It was agreed here tonight that the depar- 
ture of Sefior Naon will be a great handicap 
for both mediators and delegates. Although 
Justice Lamar said tonight that informal 
conversations probably would be continued 
between the Amefican and Mexican dele- 
gates, it is known that no full conferences 
will’ be held, and the prevailing opinion is 
that the negotiations will be at a complete 
standstill. 


Deadlock Over Presidency. 

The American delegates continued today 
their discussion with the mediators, but so 
far as could be Iearned tonight their efforts 
were entirely limited to urging the candi- 
dates of the Washington government for 
the provisional presidency. 

Despite the messages transmitted yester- 
day to Washington, in which it was explained 
that the Mexican delegates would under no 
conditions endorse the men whose names 
were mentioned, Mr. Wilson and Mr. Bryan 
evidently have not yielded an inch from their 
demand that these men must be accepted. 

Grave fear was expressed here tonight that 
this would mean the end of the conference 
within a few days.
